My Reverend Brother, 
T? caft my Mite into the rich 


Treafury, which you are now 
furnifhing, I muft inform you of a 
remarkable Paflage very pertinent to 
your Purpofe. In the Year 1651, 
chat Great and Good Man, my Lord 
Primate Ufher, told me, That the 
Learned Mr. David Blondel had con- 
cluded his Apologia pro Hieronymo 
with Words to this Purpofe: By all 
that we bave faid to affert the Rights of 
the Presbytery, we do not intend to inva- 
lidate the Ancient and Apoftolick Confti- 
tution of Epifcopal Pre-eminence. But 
we believe that wherefoever it is eftablifh- 
ed conformably to the Ancient Canons, it 


mut be carefully preferved ; and where- 


foever by fome Heat of Contention, or 


otherwife it has been put down, or viola- 
ted, it ought to be reverently restored. 
The good Primate told me befides, 
that whereas the Book had been 
written at the earneft Requeft of the 
Affembly of Wefminjter, of the Scots 
efpecially, who had their Agents and 
Leagers in Paris, to ftrengthen their 
Party by miuiinforming the Pro- 
teftants of France, and winning them 
to their Side: When thefe Agents 
faw this Conclufion of Mr. Blondel’s 
Manufcripr, they expoftulated wich 
him very joud, for marring all the 
Good he had done in his Book, dif- 
appointing the Expectation of the 
Affembly, and fhewing himfelf an 
Enemy, initead of a Friend, to thcir 
Holy Covenant. This they urged 


upon him with fuch Vehemency, 
and unwearied Importunity, chae 
they prevailed wich him to put out 
thac Conclufion. 

Having received this Information 
from a Perfon of fo much Know- 
ledge and Integrity, as that Famous 
Prelate ; yet for a further Confir- 
mation, I told it to Mr. Fobn Blondel 
( David's Brother ) then living in 
London, who denied that there was 
any Truth in chat Report, and de- 
fended his Brother, as much wrong- 
ed by it. If youthink (faid I) thac 
I wrong your Brother, complain to 
him of me in your next Letter, and 
remember my kind Service to him. 
Mr. ‘Fo4n Blondel did not fail to write 
to his Brother about this ; and three 
or four Weeks after fhewed me a 
Letter from him, wherein he re- 
membred his Love to me, and ac- 
knowledged that that Relation was 
true. 

This Advice I thought my felf 
obliged to give you, knowing that 
no Man can make a betrer Ule of ic 
than your felf , to whofe Holy La- 
bours about this Point che Church is 
fo much indebted ; and none more 
your Debror in the Church, in thae 
Regard, than,
